Year’s Budget Passed; 
Financial Outlook Dark 


At last Tuesday’s luncheon| eliminated altogether. So drastic 


meeting of the Associated Stu- 
dents’ Commission, held in Room 
11, the complete budget for the 
entire school year was approved 
and passed, subject to any unfore- 
seen emergencies. Due to the 
startling lack of funds and sources 
of income outside of those pro- 
vided for in the budget, every 
item received drastic slashes in 
allowances and _ several were 


is this situation that the commis- 
sion could not but approve this 
budget, even though it appears 
at present to provide ,for only 
a bi-weekly newspaper, a vastly 
condensed yearbook, and _ less 
available funds for social activi- 
ties and dramatics. 

Another consideration of the 
commissioners was the student 
ear.

put up for sale, since they have 
excellent possibilities for making 
a profit now, whereas after the 
war it would be almost a com- 
plete loss.

A SOYBEAN 
A DAY KEEPS 
DOCTOR AWAY 


Mrs. Hope Baxter’s foods class 
has been experimenting with soy- 
beans, one of the highest sources 
of proteins available today, since 
one pound of soybeans is equiva- 
lent to one pound of meat. 

Soybeans can be used in almost 
all kinds of dishes such as cas- 


seroles, cakes, cookies, hot bis-' 


cuits, and muffins. 

Last Friday a food demonstra- 
tion was given at the Salinas 
High School, and the soybean ex- 
periments of the jaysee were 
demonstrated. 

The students who were respon- 
sible for these concoctions were 
Bessie Cominos and Luise Cox, 
who made baked soybeans and 
muffins; Lois Gunnell and Helen 
Passadori, who created soybean 
apple sauce cake and a Spanish 
soybean casserole; Susan La- 
gaipa and Marjorie Reese, who 
made soybean creamed casserole 
and spice cookies. ; 

The foods class is planning to 
put an exhibit on the window of 
the Home Economics room for 
the purpose of enlightening the 
student body about astounding 
possibilities of the soybean. 


ART DEPT. 
HAS A NEW 
EXPERIMENT 


Leon Amyx, instructor of the 
Art department, is doing a series 
of paintings on Gesso panels as 
an experiment for students in- 
terested in art. 

These Gesso panels are made 
by mixing glue, whiting, and 
linseed oil, and at least six coats 
must be applied on a panel of 
wood or heavy cardboard. The 
paintings are done with egg tem- 
pera, which consists of a whole 
egg, an equal amount of water, 
and an equal amount of oil mixed 
with powder color. 

This technique is centuries old 
and was used by all the old mas- 
ters. Mr. Amyx will confine him- 
self mainly to still-life paintings 
and also a f2w landscapes and 
portraits. Students are invited 
to visit the class and see these 
panels and other projects under 
way. 

Margery Williams of the Art 
department. is modeling a clay 
skull from a natural skull and 
is working on a figure head also. 
She is studying anatomy and 
later on will mold a whole fig- 
ure 18 inches high done from a 
wire framework called an arma- 
ture.

BUTTERFLIES, 
SKINK, LARVAE 


The Nature Study class of the 
Science department is really go- 
ing in big this year for the study 
of those fuzzy little creatures 
that float around so lightly in 
the air. Mr.  Robinson’s chief 
fancy at present is his display of 
the life cycle of the Western 
Parsley Swallow-Tail Butterfly. 
The larvae of these quaint, little 
fellows were gathered in a nearby 
vacant lot and are now busily in 
the process of becoming big but- 
terflies like their mammas and 
their poppas. Robinson explained 
that the larvae, being called the 
Parsley Swallow-Tails, take after 
their name and live on nothing 
but shrubs or plants that belong 
to the parsley family.
